when Prof. Lewis knows—as he unquestion- 
ably does—that Mr. Parker ‘was among the 
bravest advocates and most earnest laborers 
for the abolitiom of slavery, root and branch, 
that he regarded negro caste with abli>r- 
rence, and that he demanded for the negr::cs 
‘all that Prof. L. at a much later period r<w 
demands im their behalf, finding reasons 
enough in ‘Old Testament and in New Testa- 
ment, in “revealed religion” and in “nat- 
ural religion,” but especially in the nature of 
maw, whereby our revolutionary fathers felt 
justified in saying in the Declaration of In- 
dependence, “ We hold these truths to be 
SELF-EVIDENT: that all men are created 
equal; that they are endowed by their Crea- 
tor with certain inalienable rights; that 
among these are life, liberty, and the pursuit 
of happiness”—I say, when Prof. Lewis 
knows all this to be true, I respectfully sub- 
mit that his assault upon the religious char- 
acter and teachings of Mr. Parker is, in this 
connection, as wanton as it is invidious. 

“ Infidelity,” if a very convenient epithet, 
is nevertheless a very indefinite charge, and 
usually nothing better than a “mad-dog” 
cry. The whole Protestant world is guilty 
of it, including Prof. L. himself, according 
to the Papal standard; yet ‘its “ withers are 
unwrung.” Besides, Prof. L. clearly over- 
shoots his purpose, which is to brand infi- 
delity as evil in spirit and tendency; 
for, to say that its adherents are 
multiplied because ot the pariah-ism and de- 
humanizing tendency of the church, is to 
say that-infidels have a higher standard of 
humanity and justice, of morality and good- 
ness, than such a church, and therefore they 
denounce and forsake it; and this is really 
to compliment them as “ faithful among the 
faithless found.” For if they were as cor- 
rupt and inhuman as the church described, 
surely they would remain in it, or be drawn 
to it by the law of gravitation. “Make the 
church the home of humanity,” and it will be 
what Mr. Parker conscientiously and devout- 
ly endeavored to make it; so that, if, in case 
of this most desirable and much-needed 
reformation, “ Parker’s boasting (?) natural 
religion would become silent in presence 
of a truth ef revelation so glorious as this,” 
it would be because of their essential unity 
in the one grand doctrine of loveto God and 
love to man, “ without partiality and with- 
out hypocrisy.” 

I am not the theological partisan of Mr. 
Parker, or of any other man; and perhaps 
do not regard theological opinions or pro- 
fessions as highly as I ought, judging men 
rather by a test which is vital—‘ By their 
FRUITS ye shall know them.” But I amsat- 
isfied that all candid readers of The Inde- 
pendent will agree with me—whatever their 
theological bias—that, in advocating the 
complete recognition of the manhood and 
equality of the millions happily delivered 
from the house of bondage, and in protest- 
ing against the cruel spirit of complexional 
caste, Prof. Lewis should not have sought an 
occasion to dishonor the memory of one 
who anticipated him in the utterance of 
these noble sentiments—the benevolent,

Instead, it is very bare, very 
stiff, and very much shut up, Its at- 
mosphere is decidedly Southern—worse, 
Virginian. There is somebody” under its 
roof, I am sure, whe hates the sight of 
“Northern invaders,” even in the guise of 
well-dressed, well-behaved gentlemen and 
ladies, But Virginia can’t shut sway all the 
sights, you know. There in the hall, in its 
glass case, hangs.the great key of the Bas- 
tile, presented to Washington by Lafayette, 
at the destruction of that prison in 1789. 
Here what an opportunity to-¢tand, and 
gaze, and moralize over the history of the 
brave men and beautiful women whose fates 
it shut into darkness! So thick gather the 
celebrated names, I must not mention one. 
Here in the grand dining-room stands the 
quaint old harpsichord which Gen., Wash- 
ington presented as a wedding-gitt\to his 
adopted daughter, the beautiful Risanor Cus- 
tis. It was made in Cheapside, Haymarket, 
London, and old ocean tossed it aver to de- 
light the heart of the belle of Mount Vernon. 
Here what another fine opportunity to “ re- 
flect” over the broken and rusty Keys that 
once thrilled to the touch of beauty, and 
stirred with melody in the presence of the 
great, and made the old halls ring with the 
music of festivals! Only, Independent, my

A WOMAN IN WASHINGTON. 


WHAT SHE SEES, HEARS, AND THINKS. 


Wasnineton, April, 1866.

of the Father of the Senate. Rites more sol- 
emn and touching were never held in the 
Senate Chamber. They touched so nearly 
the sympathies of all hearts that they lost 
all the characteristics of state ceremonials. 
Men forgot the lost statesman and senator in 
tender memories of the departed Christian, 
His friend and pastor, Rev. Dr. Sunderland, 
pronounced no eulogy upon him as a public 
man, but in simple words, with a voice 
trembling with emotion, told the story of 
his passing away. It was the beautiful clos- 
ing of a noble life. Few public men, in dy- 
ing, leave behind them a testimony so satis- 
factory and so triumphant. With the sim- 
plicity and tenderness of a child, he addressed 
his colleagues, as, one by one, they came to 
his bed-side, and his words of affection and 
faith will remain with them as long as they 
live, 

Thus passed away from the presence of 
men a model senator; one who belonged 
scarcely more to his own state than to his 
whole country, because, in the highest sense, 
he fulfilled the ideal of an American states- 
man. Not because he was most potent in 
debate, or most impassioned in oratory, but

Yes, indeed! But how will it be, if the 
South, under its old leadership, is not loyal, 
but is, by interest, by principle, by tradition, 
by pride, by passion, by prejudice, by all the 
strongest sentiments of human nature, per- 
manently, hopelessly hostile to every principle 
of democracy and every institution of lib- 
erty? You may have an ignorant crew on 
board your ship, or a lazy one, or a turbu- 
lent one, or all three combined, and, by kind 
and firm management, you may make your 
voyage, provided, with all their faults, your 
crew really desire to make the port.

wheel ”—how would it be in that case? 
Admit, also, with Mr. Beecher, that, slav- 
ery being abolished, and all the defenses it 
had erected being swept away by the war, 
we may now safely leave the laws of “ Polit- 
ical Economy” to do therest. That is, admit 
that the negro is fully protected in all his 
rights of person and property; that he can 
buy, and sell, and hold, and cultivate the 
soil; that the planter, the merchant, the 
manufacturer—all classes of capitalists—are 
dependent upon his voluntary labor; admit 
that Northern men, Northern schools, and 
colleges, and newspapers, and tracts, and 
Bibles, and churches have free access to the 
Southern population—then we may trust the 
laws of “ Political Economy ” to do the rest! 
Yes, verily! And as for that matter, we 
might trust the laws of geology, or any other 
laws, to do all that will be left after that. 
But suppose the legislation of the South, and 
the social power, and the ownership of its 
lands, and the control of all its interests, 
come back into the hands of Lee, and Beau- 
regard, and Mason, and Slidell, and the men 
they represent—what chance will there be for 
“ Political Economy” then? Whatsecurity 
will there be in any constitutional amend- 
ments you can make; what in any laws you 
can devise; what in any oaths you can im- 
pose; whatin any franchises for the negro 
you can exact? They will only seem as 
chaff, to indicate in their flight the force of 
the wind which whirls them away. Their 
presence will only be an appetizer to the 
hungry beast which devours them. They 
will only act as a stimulus to add to the 
sport of the game, which they are expected 
to block. 

On the contrary, confiscate the property, 
especially the landed property, of a sufficient 
number of the old slaveholding caste, who 
were the center and soul of the recent re- 
bellion, to break down foreverits power and 
prestige ; deprive them forever of the power 
to hold office or to cast the ballot ; banish 
the most rampant and pestilent specimens; 
open “a wide door, and an effectual,” to 
Northern men and Northern ideas; and, 
though there “be many adversaries,” a flood

How true is this of Christians and theix 
angling in the world of men! Do we not 
place too much dependence on the apparatug 
of the church and of preaching in 
their conversion, and expect to draw them 
from a long distance? Christ's disciples 
were “ fishers of men,” because they caugh? 
men in all possible ways. We expett they 
will not be caught unless some great thing is 
done, some great bait offered ; when, perhaps, 
the men are right by us, if we only knew i 
who can be gathered at once re Are 
net. Consequently, the church waits and 
waits for some close-knit, skillful mesheg 
from the pulpit, which shall entangle the 
sinner before its members gre ready tc 
work, 

Especially will this apply to the preacher. 
The man was in his seat last Sabbath morn- 
ing whom an earnest word from the pastor 
might have won. The pastor shook hands 
with Him in the porch, but did not utter the 
word. Perhaps he thought, “Tve a sermon 
to-day which will touch that man’s case, and 
I shall drive it home with all the force I’ve 
got.” So he prefers to reach the man from 
the pulpit, and at a distance, and not near 
by. The discourse was able and forceful; 
but the man was not caught. He was rather 
repelled, frightened away. The bait was too 
large, and was thrown beyond him. 

Many men prefer to win souls in this one 
way, by demonstration from the desk. They 
throw the line every week clear to the back 
part of the church, and take nothing, when 
there are those just beneath the pulpit wait- 
ing to be ensnared by a word of personal in- 
quiry ! os 

This subject touches laymen likewise 
Their strength is not to “sit still” Theis 
power is personal magnetism. They may 
strike men with electricity by putting an 
arm on their shoulder and speaking in their 
faces. Their power is great by as much as 
laymen are volunteers and speak from con- 
science and love. Once the disciples toiled 
with the net all night in vain ; but when Je- 
sus came and said, “ Cast the net on the right 
side of the ship,” it was filled immediately. 
Christian reader, can we believe men are te 
be preached to, and not talked with? When 
God’s spirit moves as it now moves among 
the churches, and God tells us where to cast 
the net, shall we say we have but one way 
of filling it, and that God may not unfold 
fresh methods for the ingathering of precious 
souls ? 

Men cannot be driven, or run ashore and 
stranded. The true fishers will not drive, 
but win them. We apprehend that now 
many, very many, are waiting to be won to 
Christ; and they wait only for conversation 
with a Christian friend—for some word 
spoken in the ear which shall be more pow- 
erful than any utterance from the pulpit. 
This work is greatly needed in all the 
smaller churches. Can we expect the im- 
penitent to speak out unless they arc ap- 
proached? And whose duty is it to speak 
first? Who broke the message of eternal 
life to the poor woman at the well of Sama- 
ria? And who asked the first question? 
“Let this mind be in you which was in 
Christ.” Speak out frankly, lovingly, to 
those around you. Tell your heart, Chris- 
tian, Show your feeling. Transmute it into 
Christian speech ; and whoever you are, if 
you love Jesus, you have a wondrous power 
in possession which sinners will acknowl- 
edge.

WAsnINGTON, April 7, 1866. 

To THE Epitor oF THE INDEPENDENT: 

THE excitement upon the political situa- 
tion here increases day by day, although 
there are no noisy demonstrations and few 
angry speeches.

And itis remarkable 
bow two men, that could not preach together 
or live together in England, can be shut up 
fn a hymn-book together without any 
trouble. Their hymns never quarrel. In 
poing from the books of one of them to those 
of the other, you are impressed with their 


strong opposition to each other; but you | 


may sing Charles Wesley’s hymns, and John 
Wesley’s hymns, and Toplady’s hymns, up, 
and down, and across, and there is no jar be- 
tween them—not so much as a railroad train 
has when it is switched from one track to 
another that is parallel with it. 

In the first place, the views of these men 
were doctrinal. That is to say, the forms of 
truth that they attempted to expound were 
intellectually conceived and stated. And 
they were oppugnant. But when they aban- 
doned the realm of mere thought, and lifted 
themselves up into the sphere of true Chris- 
tian feeling, they did not differ. The Ar- 
minian was as Calvinistic as the Calvinist, 
and the Calvinist was as Arminian as the 
Arminian. There wasno difference between 
them when both of them were really in- 
flamed by a common love of Christ, and by 
@ common sense of their dependence upon 
dim. 

I know not how it is with you, but with 
ame, a8 I grow,older, there is an increasing 
Jove for these pleading hymns; these hymns 
that seem, in the language of another hymn,

hecome sweeter and sweeter to me as I grow 
‘older. In other words, [ haye more and 
more a sense of the soul’s need of God; and 
pomehow the old-fashioned hymns, that, as it 
“were, plead on their knees, meet my wants 
‘better than the newer hymns. Those are 
beautiful and* useful; but I find myself 
guided back to the more childlike and utter 
abandonment of the soul before God. And 
it seems to me there is no person that has 
been a Christian who has not, first or last, 
walked in the footsteps of these hymns of 
prostration, and yearning, and pleading. 
The experience may not come in a concen- 
trated form ; it may not come so that one can 
take it out, and dook at it intellectually, and 
pronounce it to be just this or that. But 
humiliation before God, in view of one’s sin, 
and of one’s consciousness of the sufficiency 
of Christ, and .an irresistible yearning for 
Christ’s help, love, and forgiveness—these 
have been, in a greater or less degree, the ex- 
perience of every man that has the right to 
call himself a Christian. Some come to it 
in one way,and some in another. It is 









so interesting that the pastors from the vil- 
lages round about were coming into the city 
on Mondays to kindle their torch &t this new 
lightand flame; and that there existed in the 
churches of the vicinity strong indications of 
an approaching general revival of religion. 
A brother stated at one of these meetings 
that he had traveled through the West, and 
that he found everywhere in that region 
much the same state of feeling. 

It is like water to a thirsty soul to believe 
that we can again come out of our external 
extitements, and, within these sacred in- 
closures, hear, as.of old, and even more 
abundantly, some rejoicing in the hope of 
salvation, and others inquiring, “ What shall 
I do to be saved.” The anticipation is al- 
most a fruition. AndI look with the ut- 
most desire and longing in this direction. I 
would that we again might have the rain as 
aforetime. But if God-is visiting his people 
anywhere, let us rejoice, and, as far as we 
may, go with them that are walking nearest 
to Christ. 

a How far can we go in doing anything toward the 
bringing of a revival of religion into our midst? how far 
ought we to go, generally ? and just now how far ought we 
to go? 

The difficulty with persons on this sub- 
ject has been misapprehension, arising, per- 
haps, from earlier teaching. It was former- 
ly supposed, and I think honestly, by the 
best men, that there were, as you might say, 
three modes of the activity of the Spirit of 
God. One was a general and diffused 
action. Another was a special action. 
A third was the outpouring of the Spirit in 
revivals of religion. It was thought that the 
work of God's Spirit was purely divine. 
Men were shocked when they saw behind it 
a certain sort of machinery from which it 
seemed to proceed. So that it came to be 
the theory and faith of: the church that re- 
vivals of religion were the,result of the di- 
rect influence upon the minds of men’of the 
Divine Spirit. But, as intelligence has in- 
creased among Christians, men have come 
more and more toward a better ground— 
namély, that, while a revival is the work of 
the Spirit of God, it is not’ in any sense ex- 
clusively the work of God’s Spirtt. That 
is to say, the laws of the human mind 
are as much observed and obeyed in revivals 
as out of them; and the work of the Spirit 
of God in revivals is according to the law of 
the work of the Spirit of God out of revivals. 

Now, no one supposes that there is any 
getting up of education by machinery when 
@ parent educates his child, so that when he 
is old he shall not depart from his early in- 
structions. And yet, you might say to 
parents, “You have been getting up your 
child’s virtue; you have been arranging it.” 
Certainly they have, if they are wise or dis- 
creet. In other words, they have been doing 
their part of the work. Persons say, “You 
have been getting up a revival of mligion.” 
So Ihave been getting up a revival of re- 
ligion, just as I get up a harvest. God holds 
his great elements to their work, and in faith 
of the working of those elements I do my 
part of the work. 

Now, what is a revival of religion? It is 
a state of the community in which the whole 
or 8 large part of its members are brought 
into a common religious feeling. It differs 
from individual awakenings and conversions 
in this: that it takes the form of social con- 
tagion. There are times in which the com- 
munity are susceptible of feeling together in 
religion. We see the same thing with regard 
to pleasure. There are periods in which the 
spirit of gayety is electrical. It is so in 
business. There are times when it seems as 
though the whole mind of the community 





modified very much in men of different dis- 
positions by the education which they have 
received. Education gocs far in such mat- 
ters. But, after ail, the clement is there. 
Man is inferior. He is not only weak, but 
he is guilty. His own conscience condemns 
him; and God is greater than his con- 
science, And he has need of help in the 
Mediator, in the Intercessor, in Christ Jesus. 
And a sense of this need, I suppose, to be an 
inseparable part of every true Christian ex- 
perience. A great many persons, however, 
undoubtedly, take the initial steps of a 
Christian life, and live more or less Chris- 
tianly for years before they are brought to 
this state of feeling. Sometimes men are 
shut up unto sorrow; sometimes they are 
shut up unto despondency ; sometimes they 
are shut up unto doubts, and are beset with 
temptations to unbelief; aid some come in 
one way, and some in another, to the full- 
ness of a Christian life. Just as vessels sail- 
ing for New York from the east, the south- 
west, the south, and all points of compass, 
converge and all make the same port, so 
Christians with widely different experiences 
all tend to the same spiritual condition. 

Now there aro times in which the bent of 
the mind in the divection of a sense of help- 
lessness and of want takes on the social 
form, and leads to the organization of socie- 
ties, or churches, or congregations in fhe 
community. And sometimes the whole 
community are, by a conjunction of circum- 
stances, empowered by the Divine Spirit, and 
led to feel their need. And thatis the be- 
ginning of what we call the coming in of a 
general religious movement. 

I think you will find, ordinarily, that, 
where the circumstances in which men live 
are such as to puff them up, and make them 
feel theirown strength and ‘sufficiency, re- 
vivals of religion scarcely ever take place. 
But where men are in circumstances in 
which the conscience is educated, in which 
everybody is led to feel how frail earthly 
strength is, in which sickness, or trouble, or 

, difficulties of some sort, strike the commun- 
ity at large, you will find the thoughts of 
men beginning to turn away from the world 
as a sufficient stay and comfort to the soul. 

Now, the question arises, Is there such a 
state in the community now? There are al- 
‘ways some, here and there, in well instruct- 
ed circles, who are asking to be shown the 
way to Jesus; but what are the symptoms in 
respect to the whole community? Well, 
it is very difficult for me to say. I have 
been of the opinion, for a long time, that the 
very great trials through. which we have 
passed as @ people would have the effect to 
give the conscience of this nation a turn up- 
‘ward, and that we had reason to expect that 
from this higher tone of the moral sense there 

would be a quickened feeling of religion. 
‘On the other hand, however, there is a spirit 
of worldliness. The fever of speculation, the 
hope of quick and large gains, is widely dif- 
‘fused, it is very strong, and it is adverse to 
‘any deep and broad religious movement. 
Nevertheless, I learn with great delight that 
there are many signs of the presence of God 


among his churches, Not that I hear of 


great revivals ; but there are tidings from va- 
rious quarters of Teligious awakening. 

A Methodist brother of a neighboring 
-church, who called on me a few nights ago, 
‘told me that in the ministers’ meetings which 
he attended they had almost ceased to dis- 
-cuss speculative questions; that ‘al ex- 
‘perience and individual piety had absorbed 
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was absorbed in business. The same is true 
of politics. And, blessed be God, it is so in 
religious matters. There are times when the 
hearts and minds of the community seem to 
bear off in moral directions. 

Now, those times in which there is a sus- 
ceptibility to a common religious feeling 
are the times when God is pleased to make 
our influence more direct and powerful 
upon the hearts and lives of men. And 
what may we do to promote this suscepti- 
bility. Anything that tends to draw away 
the minds of the community from an over- 
weaning worldliness. Anything that tends 
to produce & common tender moral feeling is 
a legitimate preparation for a revival of re- 
ligion. Anything that tends to bring the 
great spiritual truths of our being steadily 
before the attention and conscience of the 
mass of the community is a legitimate prep- 
aration for a revival of religion. Anything 
that tends to quicken, and purify, and 
deepen, and strengthen the tone of the moral 
feeling in the community is a legitimate 
preparation for a revival of religion. 

‘Well, as to details, little prayer-meetings, 
and universal meetings, are matters of ex- 
pediency. Where the result shows that 
they are needed, they are justified. Doubt- 
less, in the hands of unskillful persons, 
things may be done sthat are unwise. 
But I think the prejudice against la- 
boring for revivals of religion arises from a 
misapprehension of the conditions of relig- 
ious influences in this world. And if it is 
right for you to get up the conditions out of 
which flow education, refinement, or ac- 
complishments of any sort, then it is right 
for you to get up the conditions out of which 
flow reformation of morals, sound religious 
instruction, and deep religious feeling. But 
itis not attempted to take the work out of 
the hands of God. The commandis, “ Work 
out your own salvation with fear and trem- 
bling ; for”—and that is the ground and 
reason why you should do it—“itis God 
that worketh in you.” Hence you shall not 
work in vain. Otherwise you would.

“Robinson came to Leyden in the year 
1609, and shortly after took up his residence 
and held public worship on the spot where 
the Pesyns-Hof now stands. Most of the 
members of his church subsequently re- 
moved to North America, and settled, in 
1620, at Plymouth,near Boston, in Massa- 
chusetts. They are known under the name 
of the Pilgrim Fathers of New England. 
They have ever been held in great honor by 
the people ef New Englandsfor their firm 
support of civil and religious liberty. The 
anniversary of their landing, Dec. 20, is an- 
nually observed in Plymouth and many of 
the cities in the United States. Robinson 
had hoped to rejoin the members of his 
church in America, but the hope was never 
fulfilled. He died in Leyden, in March,

Ir is acommon saying in the South that 
Southern correspondents of Northern papers 
are Northern men with ultra Republican prin- 
ciples, and, as a consequence, no faith should 
be placed in their statements, they being 
made ex parte.

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LETTER FROM ENGLAND. 


THE BIRTH-PLACE OF AMERICAN CONGRE- 
GATIONALISM.

Loxvox, March 12, 1866. 
To Tae Eprror or Tae INDEPENDENT: 


In a recent letéer I gave you the account 
of my pilgrimage to the early home of the 
Fathers of New England, and the spot where 
the church of Pastor Robinson and Elder 
Brewster was organized, and from whence it 
emigrated to Holland, In that letter I alluded 
to “ Bawtry Hall,” a beautiful seat, the prop- 
erty of Lord Houghton (R. Monckton Milnes, 
the poet). It is at present rented by a 
wealthy gentleman, Charles Lowther, Esq., 
as Lord Houghton prefers another place 
which he owns elsewhere. Having been in- 
formed that the New England church of 
Chicago—in which I, of course, feel a pecu- 
liar interest, having gathered it originally— 
wished to procure a stone from the old 
Manor House at Scrooley to insert in the 
front of their new and beautiful house of 
worship, I called at the Hall, the owner of 
that being also proprictor of the Manor 
House grounds at Scrooley, to make in- 
quiries. On learning who I was, and what 
was my errand, the occupant and his very 
agreeable lady, a Scotch woman, pressed 
me to accept the hospitality of their home 
for the night, which I was very happy to do. 
I found them, though belonging to the 
Established Church, very earnest and de- 
voted Evangelical Christians, and of large 
benevolence. They had learned before the 
wish of the Chicagoans, and entered very 
heartily into their design, and, by permission 
of Lord Houghton, they had already selected 
a stone which, beyond question, formed a 
part of the identical building in which 
Elder Brewster lived, and in which the 
Scrooley church was formed aad worshiped. 
They advised with me about the size 
of the stone and its mode of,transhipment, 
and promised at once to send it forward, as 
I, by the next mail, advised our good friends 
in the West. So they will, after all, outstrip 
the Pilgrim church at Brooklyn, who only 
go back to Plymouth Rock for their stone; 
the more enterprisiug Chicagoans, over- 
leaping the broad Atlantic, across which the 
Pilgrims held their weary way to exile and 
to fame, and seizing on the very cap-stone 
of the building in which American Congre- 
gationalism was born! Does not this cap 
the climax of Protestant relic-worship? 
And yet why should not our Chicago friends 
thus seek to keep alive the remembrance of 
the Pilgrim Fathers by setting up promi- 
nently before them such a “memorial stone” ? 
As oftentas they look upon it may they re- 
new their vow of adhesion to their doctrines, 
and offer up a prayer that they may never 
cease to possess a full measure of their 
spirit. 

It is a singular fact that the exodus of the 
Scrooley church carried with it the whole of 
the element of which it was composed, so 
that there is not now a single Congregational- 
ist, or individual holding the views of the 
Pilgrim Fathers, at that place. At Bawtry, 
8 mile and a half north, and at Ranskill, the 
same distance south of Scrooley, there is an 
Independent church, both supported in part 
by the Home Missionary Society, and one 
man, Rev. John Wesson, serving both as 
minister, and a very decided and intelligent

BUNHILL FIELDS BURYING-GROUND. 


A few days ago I visited this, one of the 
most interesting spots in London, where lie 
buried some of the most noted Puritan min- 
isters and dissenters, The ecclesiastical au- 
thorities undertook lately to secularize the 
ground, and actually made arrangements to 
erect shops and dwellings on it; but a noise 
was made about it, and the government in- 
terposed its veto, and it is to be kept intact, 
Among the monuments I saw there were 
those of Bump the great dreamer, John 
Owen, thé th ical gia¥:t, the tnothers of 
Oliver Cromwell and John Wesley, De Foe, 
author of Robinson Crusoe, Drs. Isaac Watts, 
Gill, Rippon, Bruder, Goodwin, Priestly, 
Hart, the hymnologist, Wm.

of partiality in imparting to your readers 
‘those facts which I know to be true, and 
which, if the South persistently insist in car- 
tying them through, will lead te results far 
more deplorable than the wide-spread ruin 
and vandalism of war. 

The political effuvia which is emanating 
from the stagnant cesspools of slavery is 
spreading its visus far and wide through the 
“Confederacy.” Slavery in the South is as 
much a fact now as it was five years ago ; 
and, having lost nothing but the name— 
with the increased ratio in which the “ pe- 
culiar institution” is gaining ground—if the 
Southern States are reconstructed on the 
principles enunciated by the President and 
his copperhead ‘coadjutors of the North, we 
may say, with the disorganizers of the Chi- 
cago Convention, “ The war is a failure.”

So intent were they 
upon getting the political power of the state 
in their own hands, that they would take no 
suggestions of prudence from their more 
cautious friends. They knew that every 
member elected to either House of Congress 
had to take the test oath before being ad- 
mitted to take a seat. They knew that 
those whom they elected could not take 
that oath. Yet, rather than vote for a Union 
man, they would see the South without a 
representation in Congress. 

If we look back at the acts of the legisla- 
ture of Louisiana in the years 1865 and 1866, 
we see laws passed for the government of 
freedmen, by which their condition would 
be rendered 8 hundred-fold more intolerable 
than when in a state of slavery. Their 
right of locomotion is denied them, except 
from the ist to the 10th of January, in 
which time they have to make contracts, or 
be taken up and punished as vagrants. 
Their liberty is placed within the grasp of 
theiremployer. They have enacted a law, 
which prescribes @ punishment of from ten 
to thirty days imprisonment, or from ten 
dollars to thirty dollars fine, and puts under 


MORE CURIOUS EPITAPHS. 


(Som time since, we published a collec- 
tion of “Curious Epitaphs,” sent us by Mr. 
Henry T. Williems, of Brooklyn. We now 
give place to another though a_ briefer col- 
lection, made up of contributions from cor- 
respondents in different parts of the coun- 
try :] 

To Toe Epiror or Toe INDEPENDENT: 
Your chapter on epitaphs not only fur 
nished amusement but instruction to your 
readers. They are the faithful chroniclers 
of the taste and morals of the age. They 
illustrate not only the affection, but at times 
the malice, of the living, as well as the wit 
and scholarship of the authors. It cannot 
be said of some of those your correspondent 
furnished that. they are “false as a tomb 
stone,” for they transmit to posterity the 
faults for which the persons were notorious, 
Nor is it always the case that the virtues re 
corded are false testimonies. Allow me te 
contribute three that are in their way some 
what peculiar. 
In a church in one of the seaports of En- 
gland a tablet is fixed to the wall, which 
meant to tell the simple truth, but was not 
exactly correct as to its facts. - Still, nobody 
could be harmed by the errors: 
“ Beneath this stone lies interred 
The mortal remains of John and 
Joseph Newton, who were both 
lost at sea, the ship in which they 
sailed having never been heard from,” 
This memorial tablet was misled by the 
usual way of beginning epitaphs. 
In arural church a serious-minded man 
had the following admonitory inscription 
placed upon his head-stone : 
“ I was well, I wanted to be better, 
I took medicine, and here I am.” 
One more, which may be found—no mat 
ter where, for it tells its own tale, and is 
truthful and hopeful in all its parts. It is 
the epitaph of a fugitive slave: 

“ Here lies the remains of one famous Ray, 

He could if he would, but he could not stay; 

He had two legs and a bad cough, 

But ‘twas his legs that car-ied him off.”

Much has been said of the promises of 
protection to the freedmen, and of the courts 
being open to them for the redress of their 
grievances. These are referred to in Presi- 
dent Johnson’s reply to the eolored delega- 
tion in February last; but I know, from 
facts which came to my own knowledge, 
that white citizens of the South are denied 
access to the courts if it be known that they 
werein the Union army. Nor would it be 
now safe for any Union man ‘to remain in 
the country aftér the: federal army is with- 
drawn. They constantly assert that they in- 
tend to have things their own way, and are 
buoyed up with hopes of the final triumph 
of their cause since the defection of Presi- 
dent Jobnson from the party which elected 
him. ‘ 

If white men are denied the rights of citi- 
zens in their courts because they are Union 
men, how do you suppose negroes will have 
justice done them? Their whole desire is 
first to get rid of the army, and then they 
will settle with the Yankees; end as to the 
negroes, they will take care of them. —
